To Repeal the Duties on certain Articles, and to provide for 
the gradual discontinuance of the Duties on certain other 
Articles, the Manufacture of Great Britain and Ireland 
respectively, on their Importation into either Country 
from the other. 



by thC ActS made in the Parl ‘aments of Pnmbh: 
Great Britain and Ireland respectively, for the Union 
of Great Britain and Ireland, it is among other things enacted, as 
part of the Sixth Article of the said Union, “ That for the period of 
5 twenty years from the Union, certain articles, the manufacture of 
either country, specified and enumerated in the said Article, and 
in the Schedule Number Two to the said Acts respectively annexed, 
should be subject, on the importation into each country from the 
other, to the Duties specified in the said Article and Schedule 
io respectively:” 

And whereas by an Act made in the first year of the reign of * G + c 4 - 
His present Majesty, intituled, « An Act to continue certain Duties 
“ on several Articles the Manufacture of Great Britain or Ireland 
“ respectively, on their Importation into either Country from the 
15 “ other,” provision was made for continuing the Duties on the said 
articles, and for making them terminable at certain periods in the 
proportions therein specified, between the first day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, and the thirty-first day of 
December one thousand eight hundred and forty : 

And whereas it is expedient that the Duties on mahy of the said 
articles should cease and determine, and that provision should be

made for the gradual discontinuance of the remainder of such Duties, 
so that the whole thereof may cease at an earlier period than is 
provided for that purpose by the said last-mentioned Act ; 

15(3; it tfietefore dsnacteh by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tern- 5 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, THAT from and after the tenth day of 
October one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, the said herein- 
before recited Act of the first year of the reign of His present Majesty, 
shall be and the same is hereby Repealed. 10 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the tenth day of

and shall be no longer paid or payable (that is to say) Apparel 
(except new apparel and army clothing as hereinafter mentioned) 20 
wrought brass, cabinet ware, coaches and other carriages, wrought 
copper, flat window glass and plate glass, haberdashery, tin plates, 
wrought iron and hardware, gold and silver lace, gold and silver 
thread, bullion for lace, pearls and spangles, millinery, pottery, 
sadlery and other manufactured leather, silk-manufactures made of 25 
silk mixed with any other materials, videlicet, ribbons and stuffs of 
silk mixed with gold or silver, stuffs of silk and grogram yarn, stuffs 
mixed with incle or cotton, stuffs of silk and worsted mixed, stuffs of 
silk mixed with any other materials, silk in the state called organzine 
or thrown silk, and all stockings made of silk, cotton, woollen or 30 
worsted ; and that from and after the said tenth day of October one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, all Duties payable under 
any such Acts upon any woollen manufactures of Great Britain or 
Ireland respectively, known or distinguished by the name or descrip- 
tion of ornamental old drapery, and also all Duties payable on any 35 
woollen manufactures known by the name of new drapery, (other than 
and except woollen and worsted stuffs, and flannels, whether plain, 
figured, twilled or printed, and except serges, calamancoes, shalloons 
and moreens) imported into either country from the other respectively, 
shall in like manner cease and determine, and be no longer paid or 4 ° 
payable; any thing in the said Acts for the Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland , or in the said recited Act of the first year of His present 
Majesty’s, reign, or in any other Act or Acts in force immediately 
before the passing of this Act, or any law usage or custom to the con- 
trary 
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trary in anywise notwithstanding; sate and except in all cases, 
and so far as shall relate to the recovering allowing or paying any 
arrears of any of the said Duties on any of the said articles, which 
may remain unpaid on the said tenth day of October one thousand 
5 eight hundred and twenty-three, or any fines penalties or forfeitures 
relating thereto respectively, which shall have been incurred at any 
time on or before the said tenth day of October one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-three. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said tenth Ad valorem 
IO day of October one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, there SSSLu- 
shall be raised, levied, collected and paid, unto and for the use of 
His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, in ready money, without any SMSS-. 
discount whatever, upon and in respect of the several articles herein- 0t ' r ’ 
after mentioned, being the manufacture of Great Britain and Ireland.

A Duty of Five Pounds, and no more, on every one hundred pounds,

Upon all cottons, calicoes and muslins whatever, a Duty of Ten 
Pounds on every one hundred pounds of the value of such cottons 
calicoes , or muslins, which shall be so imported at any time after the 
tenth day of October one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, 
and on or before the thirty-first day of December one thousand eight 5 
hundred and twenty-three, and that the said Duty of Ten Pounds for 
evei'y one hundred pounds of such value of all such cottons, calicoes 
and muslins, shall remain in force until and upon the said thirty-first 
day of December one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, and 
no longer, and shall then cease and determine: Upon all calicoes, 10 
being printed painted or stained, a Duty of Ten Pounds on every one 
hundred pounds of the value of any sucli calicoes which shall be so 
imported at anytime on or after the first day of January one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-four, and at any time on or before the 
thirty-first day of December one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 15 
five; A Duty of Eight Pounds on every one hundred pounds of the

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said tenth day Duties on 
of October one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, there shall 
be raised, levied, collected and paid, unto and for the use of His 
Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, in ready money, without any 
45 discount whatever, upon and in respect of the several articles following, 
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being the manufacture of Great Britain and Ireland respectively, 
on their importation into either country from the other, the several 
old Draper;-. and respective Duties following (that is to say;) Upon all woollen 
manufactures known by the name of Old Drapery (except ornamental

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And be it further Enacted, That the several Duties by this Act 
imposed, in respect of every one hundred pounds of the value of any 
of the articles herein mentioned, shall be estimated and calculated 
and paid according to the amount thereof in British currency, in all 
cases where the value of such articles shall be estimated in British 5 
currency ; and where such value shall he estimated in Irish currency, 
the said Duties shall be estimated calculated and paid according to 
the amount thereof in Irish currency ; and that the said Duties on 
woollen manufactures shall (pursuant to the directions contained in 
the said Acts for the Union of Great Britain and Ireland) be cal- 10 
culated and paid according to the amount thereof in Irish currency; 
and that all the said several Duties shall be carried to and made part 
of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

And be it further Enacted, That the Duties by this Act granted ,r 
shall be under the management of the Commissioners of Customs for 
the time being ; and that the said Duties shall he raised, levied, 
collected and paid unto His Majesty, Ilis Heirs and Successors, in 
the same manner and under all such powers and authorities, and by 
all such ways and methods, and according to all such rules and 20 
directions, and under all such penalties and forfeitures as other Duties 
of Customs or Duties on Importation may be raised, levied, collected 
and paid, according to the laws in force in the United Kingdom, or 
in England, Scotland or Ireland respectively.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, THAT if the value or price of 
any Woollen Goods, imported into either country from the other, and 
known by the name of Old Drapery, shall be greater than the value 
or price of Twelve Shillings per running yard ; and if the value or price 
5 of any Woollen or Worsted Stuffs (not being figured, twilled or printed) 
or of any Flannels, imported into either country from the other, and 
known by the name of New Drapery, shall be greater than the value 
or price of Fifteen Pence per running yard, no Duty shall be paid on 
any such Woollen Goods, or on any such Woollen or Worsted Stuffs, 
10 from and after the tenth day of October one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-three : And whereas doubts may arise, concerning the 
actual value or price of such goods, upon making entries of the same 
for importation ; BE it further Enacted, That when any person shall 
make an entry of any such goods, it shall and may be lawful for the 
15 principal officer of the port of importation, if he shall think proper, to 
ascertain the opinion of three persons upon the value of the same ; 
and be it Enacted, That the said three persons shall be named and 
appointed in the manner following ; that is to say ; one of the said 
persons shall be named by the said officer, another by the person 
2o making the entry of such goods, and the third by the two persons so 
named as aforesaid : And be it further Enacted, That the persons 
so named and appointed, shall examine into and declare the value of 
such goods, according to the best of their judgment; and if it shall 
appear that any such goods have been entered as being of the value 
.25 of twelve shillings, or of fifteen-pence per running yard respectively, 
that shall prove to be of a less value by one-fifth part of such prices, 
then the person making entry of the same shall forfeit triple the value 
of all such goods. 
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
